[he story begins on April 16, 1960, when Lay Laine 
Dorian’s Christie arrived on the scene at Lay Laine Farm, 
Astatula, Fla., owned by Carroll L. (Bud) Ward, Jr. John 
West, herdsman at Lay Laine, had oo $200 at the dog 
track, and he was looking for a good place to invest his 
money. He went to Bud and asked if he could buy a heifer 
with the $200 he had to invest. Bud sold John the Mulhoca- 
way Butterfat Dorian yearling, Lay Laine Dorian’s Christie, 
on June |, 1961. About three years later, after “Christie” 
had classified Excellent, John consigned her to the South- 
em Guality Guernsey Sale, and she was puchased by Count 
R. Boyd, III, Sunny Meadows Farm, Springfield, Tenn., 
for $975. A year later, after her sire, po er mg Butterfat 
Dorian, had become a Gold Star Sire, after she had reclassi- 
fied Excellent, and after making a record of 20098 lbs. of 
milk and 925 lbs. of fat, Sr3—DHIR—365—2x, she was 
resold by Count to H. J]. Wasson, Conway, Ark., for $4,250.

Another example of the value of breeding and develop- 
ing the right kind, rather than just multiplying numbers, 
may be found in the story of Lyrene Emory’s Polly, that 
was bred by Lyle Hunsberger, Lyrene Farm, Ionia, Mich- 
igan.

The Role of A. |. in Today’s 
Dairy Herds 


Reprinted from the Hoxstern-Friesian Wor tp, June 10, 


HE dairy industry has entered 

a new era. As a matter of fact, 

during the past 30 years the en- 
tire agricultural industry has under- 
more changes in farming 
methods than had transpired 
throughout the previous history of 
agriculture. In this brief period of 
time, the horse has practically dis- 
appeared from the American farm, 
and in its place has developed a 
highly mechanized system of agri- 
culture. During this same period we 
have also seen the bull disappear 
from many American farms as a re- 
sult of the birth of artificial breed- 
ing organizations that sprang up all 
over the country. Whether privately 
or cooperatively owned, the basic 
challenge to these organizations is 
the same. In a high percentage of the 
herds that these organizations served, 
they were soon called upon to play 
the role of breeder. The individual 
organization, to grow and _ progress, 
had to develop a service program that 
would contribute herd improve- 
ment and higher productive effi- 
ciency. 

To fully appreciate the role that 
these artificial breeding organizations 
are now being called upon to serve 
in the future development of the 
dairy industry, I think it would be 
helpful to leaf back through the 
pages of history. About 80 years ago, 
the dairy industry in this country 
was in its infancy. Originally, our 
country was basically agricultural. 
The farm home was largely self-suf- 
ficient. As our country grew, and 
our great industrial empire began to 
develop, more and more people be- 
came engaged in non-agricultural em- 
plovment. This growth of our indus- 
trial capacity brought a correspond- 
ing growth in our towns and cities, 
greatly increasing the population of 
non-agricultural workers, and placing 

higher and higher demand upon 


gone 
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the American farm. This new de- 
mand for dairy products, with an 
ever-growing market, convinced 
dairvmen of the need for a higher 
and more efficient producing dairy 
cow. This proven need led to the 
importation of the various breeds 
from countries that with the aid of 
time had developed the productive 
level far above that of our native 
cow. 

The increased productive effi- 
ciency of these imported cows won 
for them quick acceptance. The sup- 
ply being limited, a hungry market 
dev eloped. The ph te exceeded the 
supply. This demand became so at- 
tractive that it gave birth to the large 
breeding establishments for the pur- 
pose of producing seed stock. They 
were made possible because the sale 
of seed stock was an important sup- 
plementary income to the sale of 
milk. The field became so attractive 
that men and women of wealth be- 
gan to establish large herds which 
could have well been called super- 
herds. With wealth, they were able 
to search out the best that the breed 
had to offer. This was important, 
because mating the best to the best 
is the shortest and the most positive 
approach to breed improvement. 

While profit was desirable, it was 
not always necessary for these breed- 
ing establishments to make money— 
and many did not. Beyond the op- 
portunity ‘of profit, the field of breed- 
ing and the hope of contributing to 
breed improvement held an even 
greater challenge to these —— 
The improvement of any breed « 
livestock, and especially dairy — 
offers a great challenge to even the 
most creative mind. When one at- 
tempts to alter a species so that it 
will better serve the needs of man, 
he is in direct conflict with the laws 
of nature and the laws of heredity— 
laws that are not easily changed by

the wishes of man. Laws, neverthe- 
less, that are subject to his direction. 
In this endeavor, man was attempt- 
ing to play the role of creator. To be 
successful in this endeavor he had to 
possess many qualities. He had to 
possess vision, he had to be a student 
of the breed with which he was 
working, he had to plan a definite 
program of breeding based upon 
knowledge of problems, and he could 
not let every new record completed 
cause him to deviate from that pro- 
gram. He always had to be his own 
most severe critic. He had to de- 
velop confidence in his established 
program, and sometimes that called 
for a great deal of patience. He had 
to train his eye on the future and not 
become wed to the past. 

Owners of breeding establishments 
that possessed these qualities, or who 
surrounded themselves with those 
that did possess them, made progress. 
Their accomplishments contributed 
greatly to breed improvement and 
helped to enrich the lives of many 
farm families. 

As we review the past, we find 
that all were not successful. The 
reasons for their failure are just as 
important to future progress as the 
accomplishments of those who were 
successful. It can be summed up in 
a few words. Wealth is not and 
never will be a complete substitute 
for know-how. This fact explains 
why many breeders working with 
extremely limited finances achieved 
outstanding success. To face reality, 
these dedicated, hard-working _ in- 
dividuals, working under handicaps, 
but possessing know-how, set the 
stage and provided the seed stock 
for the development of the wealthy 
breeding establishments. 

During this development period 
in the dairy industry some, for small 
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personal gains, over-publicized _ in- 
dividual animals of inferior quality, 
and in doing so attached too much 
emphasis on the registration paper. 
The buyers of these over-publicized 
and falsely represented members of 
the breed met with disappointment 
after disappointment. As should be 
expected, these disappointments made 
many owners and breeders of dairy 
cattle hungry and eager for a new 
and more positive approach to the 
problems associated with the breed- 
ing of a higher and more efficient 
producing dairy cow. 


A.l.—A New Approach 

In the late “thirties,” artificial 
semination was introduced, and _ it 
appreared to offer this new approach. 
The promoters of the program were 
quick to take full advantage of the 
great selling value of such a_pro- 
gram. They featured it as a program 
rased upon the proven sire that 
would remove all the gamble from 
breeding. As a result of earlier dis 
appointments, the program did not 
require any high powered selling. 
Since it was featured as a breeding 
program based upon the proven sire, 
the extension service of the Agricul- 
tural Colleges accepted it as a pro- 
gram that they could safely sponsor. 
Members of the extension service, by 
personal appearances and working 
through =the county agricultural 
agents, were able to do about all of 
the selling that was necessary to as- 
sure wide acceptance of the program. 

Now, let us take a closer and more 
critical look at the program. During 
the formative period, techniques em- 
ployed were rather crude. The pro- 
gram was further handicapped by 
certain operational limitations. Liquid 
semen, with livability and_ fertility 
limited to a few days, had to be de- 
pended upon to meet the rapidly 
growing needs of the program. The 
diluters. were in the early experi- 
mental stage, and as we know now 
they lacked much. The ever- growing 
demand for semen quickly exhausted 
the supply of proven sires, and young 
untried bulls had to be put into 
service. To meet the demand for se- 
men, bulls, if good semen producers 
and highly fertile, were kept in serv- 
ice long after they had failed to meet 
the standards that a bull should be 
required to meet to justify such ex- 
tensive use. With livability limited to 
a few days transportation, it was a 


serious problem for the associations 
to properly serve the membership 
located at a great distance from the 


parent association. Breeders located 


at distant points from the parent as-

sociation had practically no choice in 
the bulls used. In these herds, breed- 
ing became a game of chance. When- 
ever matings are left to chance, the 
odds are equal that the best cow in 
the herd will be mated to the poorest 
bull in the stud. In this formative 
period of artificial insemination, this 
represented the most dangerous and 
the most destructive feature of the 
program because it diluted, and even 
destroyed, some of the top germ plasm 
of a herd and the breed. For this very 
reason, at this period, I was a severe 
critic of the program. My concern 
over the seriousness of this feature 
of the program was shared by many 
others, and as a result I was invited 
to discuss the dangers of such care- 
less use of the top germ plasm of the 
breed at a number of State Conven- 
tions and other breed meetings. In 
reality, the breeder who surrendered 
his herd into the hands of the in- 
seminator ceased to be a breeder and 
became a mere multiplier of cattle. 
The thinking of this period was well 
expressed by an ad by one of the 
artificial inseminating associations. 
This ad pictured a Holstein cow 
left in the barn, with a card of in- 
structions attached to her tail. The 
instructions were short and simple. 
They read, “Breed to a Holstein 
Bull.” The inseminator upon arrival 
is credited with saying, “Now that 
is the way I like it.” No thought 
went into this mating. 

The inseminator should not be 
blamed because he had little choice. 
He had to use the semen he was 
carrying on that particular day. His 


greatest responsibility was to get 
cows in calf. The parent association 
that he represented was fully aware 
of this fact. In reality, the insemi- 
nator was placed in a a where 
he had to play the role of a mere 
semen peddler. It was not a very 
challenging position, and many were 
capable of rendering other important 
services, but operating within the 
mechanical limitations of the pro- 
gram, with its use of liquid semen, 
they were robbed of the opportunity. 


In the “mid-forties” came the revo- 
lutionary break-through. | refer to the 
technique of freezing semen, that 
greatly extended the use of the top 
sires and made their semen available 
for almost unlimited periods of time. 
For example, I have been told by 
officials of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation that they are now register- 
ing without question offspring of 
bulls that have been dead as long as 
seven years. Before the introduction 
of artificial insemination, the “Cen- 
tury Sires,” bull with 100 daughters, 
were few and far between. They 
attracted wide attention. Through 
the use of frozen semen we were 
soon to stop numbering the daugh- 
ters of a bull in terms of hundreds 
and begin to think in terms of mul- 
tiple thousands. 


No thinking person engaged in the 
industry of dairying could fail to 
recognize the use of frozen semen as 
a major advancement in the science 
of animal breeding. I doubt, how- 
ever, that many realized the extent 
of the impact that it was to have 
upon the over-all picture of the busi-

I am quite sure that the goal of every artificial breeding 
association is to produce a higher and more efficient 
producing dairy cow. The association that fails to do 
this is opening the door and hanging out the welcome 


sign for another association to take over their member- 


ship.

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ness of breeding dairy cattle. As 
automation in industry represented 
progress and achievement, it had to 
be accompanied by major readjust 
ments within the industry itself. 


A.l. Meets The Challenge 


With the use of frozen semen a 
single bull was able to replace the 
need of several hundred bulls previ- 
ously required to meet the demands 
for service. The first impact was 
that the bull market began to dry up, 
robbing the breeding establishments 
of an important source of income. 
With the loss of this supplementary 
source of income, the large breeding 
establishments have been’ forced to 
disperse their herds in alarming num- 
bers. The dispersal of the large breed- 
ing herds has robbed the artificial 
breeding associations of an impor- 
tant source of desirable proven sires. 
This, in turn, placed a new responsi- 
bility in the lap of the management 
of the artificial breeding associations. 
They have risen to the occasion. They 
set up a program of sampling and 
testing young bulls to meet their 
future needs. This is a great respon- 
sibility. In the days of direct service, 
almost every young bull that 
stemmed from desirable families and 
bloodlines was placed in service and 
given a chance to prove his transmit- 
ting value. Today it is very different. 
Some individual, or a group of in- 
dividuals representing the  associa- 
tion, must select out of hundreds of 
bull calves the one that will be given 
an opportunity to prove his value. 
[his is a most challenging position. 
[he associations have accepted this 
responsibility. They realize that there 
are no perfect sires. They are con- 
ducting broad and extensive sam- 
pling programs of young bulls on 
limited service to determine whether 
or not they are worthy of being 
placed into full service or retired 
without further use if they fail to 
meet the standards required for herd 
improvement. This is a costly pro- 
gram to conduct; nevertheless it is 
very constructive and in the best in- 
terests of the owners of registered 
and non-registered dairy cattle. In 
this program, the management of 
the artificial breeding associations are 
searching for the truth. Thev can ill 
afford to make a mistake. The use 
of frozen semen not only extended 
the livability and the fertility of se- 
men from a few days to an almost 
indefinite period of time, and elimi- 
nated the problems of transportation, 
but made the business highly com- 
petitive. This is very healthy for the 
industry. | am quite sure that the 
goal of every artificial breeding as- 
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sociation is to produce a higher and 
more efficient producing dairy cow. 
The association that fails to accom- 
plish this is opening the door and 
hanging out the welcome sign for 
another association to take over their 
membership. 


Environment 


It is a well-known and established 
fact that environmental conditions 
can overshadow inheritance and the 
will to milk. For this reason, | think 
that the sampling of young bulls 
should be preceded by a more care- 
ful analysis of the environmental 
level of the herds in which they are 
to be tested. Random sampling with- 
out proper consideration to environ- 
mental conditions can be very mis- 
leading. Inheritance is measured on- 
ly when feeding and management 
practices are high enough to allow 
inheritance the opportunity to ex- 
press itself. The importance of en- 
vironmental level has been repeatedly 
demonstrated in determining produc- 
tive performance. In some _ herds, 
feeding and management practices 
are sO poor that the record is a better 
measure of environment than of pro- 
ductive inheritance. This fact ex- 
plains why many cows have _prac- 
tically doubled their records with a 
change of homes. Changing homes 


did not change their inheritance. It 


simply means that in their new 
homes opportunity allowed them to 
give a more accurate expression to 
their true inherited ability. When 
matings are left to chance it is en- 
tirely possible that a good young 
bull may be used predomin: ately in 
herds with such a low environmental 
level that he does not have the op- 
portunity to demonstrate his herd im- 
provement qualities. The results ob- 
tained from such proving could con- 
demn him to slaughter without an 
opportunity to prove his true value. 
As the artificial breeding associa- 
tions are searching for the truth, 
is not fair to include in a young 
bull’s proving his daughter or daugh- 
ters that have been the victims of a 
serious disease or injury that definite- 
ly lowers productive efficiency. To 
include them, especially when deal- 
ing with small numbers, can be seri- 
ous enough to alter the truth. I am 
not encouraging a program of alibis. 
The di 1ughter or daughters of a bull 
should only be excluded from a prov- 
ing when the seriousness of disease 
or injury has definitely lowered pro- 
ductive ability, and this fact attested 
to by a disinterested party. The 
greater the number of daughters in 
a proving, the less important this be- 
comes. With a small number, how- 


ever, a few unavoidable casualties 
can practically destroy a young bull 
possessing herd improving qualities. 


Changes In Type 


Type in dairy cattle is not a fixed 
thing and must be altered from time 
to time to meet the needs of a chang- 
ing industry. When little was known 
about diseases of dairy cattle, and we 
lacked drugs with which to fight 
them, disease was taking a heavy toll. 
Great emphasis was placed upon 
early maturity. Early maturity and 
high production in heifer form came 
to be associated with the large udder. 
As we learned about disease, and re- 
search supplied us with effective 
drugs with which to fight them, we 
discovered that the large udder was 
associated with a short productive 
life and greatly increased labor. This 
discovery led to condemnation of the 
large udder, and the emphasis was 
given to the small tightly held udder. 
We have made real progress, but 
much remains to be done. During 
the days of hand milking, the short 
teat was very objectionable to the 
hand milker. Breeders began to 
search out the heifers whose teats 
filled the milker’s hand and yet were 
certain to become objectionably large 
at maturity. These large teats be- 
came as objectionable to the milker 
at maturity as were the short teats in 
heifer form, and were a prime target 
for injury which shortened produc- 
tive life and increased labor. With 
the development of the milking ma- 
chine, we were soon to learn that the 
large teat was more objectionable to 
the milking machine than was the 
short teat to the hand milker. Here, 
again, we have made thoughtful 
progress, but a character so deeply 
implanted in a breed is not com- 
pletely eliminated in one or two gen- 
erations. These are factors that in 
selection of the sires for use in a stud 
must always be carried in mind. 

Never before in the history of 
dairy cattle breeding has an owner 
had such a wide selection of sires. 
[he progressive artificial breeding 
associations, beside their extensive 
lists of sires, have also made avail- 
able to their membership semen from 
privately owned bulls of merit. To 
reestablish himself in the role of 
breeder, and not just a multiplier of 
cattle, with a knowledge of his herd, 
the breeder should formulate a defi- 
nite breeding program. This program 
should not be based entirely upon 
production, as ~—— as the pro- 
ductive level is. With a general in- 
crease in the size of herds, plus a 
steady increase in all operating costs, 
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HE basic principle that good 

Guernsey cows work harder, eat 

more, produce more milk and 
return more dollars to their owners is 
as true in the Jet Age as it was in the 
Horse and Buggy days. Recent sum- 
maries from dairy herd improvement 
association records compiled by the 
Agricultural Research Service of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture verifies this statement.

for the testing year from April, 1964, 
to April, 1965. 

Table 2 shows the consumption 
of feed as related to production. The 
higher-producing herds consumed 
more feed. Probably this is an impor- 
tant factor to the higher production. 
The feed secured from pasture is 
expressed as a per cent Net Energy. 
For example, cows producing 5,165 
lbs. of milk ate 2,000 pounds of 
grain or a concentrate mixture, 6,800 
pounds of succulent forage (silage, 
haylage or green chop), 3,300 
pounds of dry forage Chay) and re- 
ceived 21 per cent of their feed or 
nutrients from pasture. 

In summary, herds that produced 
above the average were in milk 87 
to 88 per cent of the year, thus 
working a little harder, received a 
higher proportion of their nutrients 
from grain, produced for their own- 
ers greater returns above feed cost, 
and had a lower feed cost per hun- 
dred pounds of milk.

no dairyman can afford to play the 
role of nursemaid to cow. Beside 
striving for a higher and more effi- 
cient productive “level he must also 
be conscious of the importance of 
type. | refer especially to functional 
type. Everyone who has milked cows 
knows that there are type defects 
and other inherited characters, such 
as slow and incomplete milking, that 
greatly increase labor. The owner, 
after a careful assessment of his herd 
and with a knowledge of his needs, 
should select the bulls, not more 
than three, which hold the greater 
possibility of siring a high producing 
cow without serious functional type 
defects. Each herd represents an in- 
dividual selection problem, and_ se- 
lections should be based upon herd 
needs. 


Some breeders seem to think that 
their safest program is to sample al- 
every bull in the stud. This 
shotgun system of mating should be 
strongly discouraged. The larger a 
number of bloodlines represented it 
a herd, the more difficult one wales 
the future breeding problem. With 
no common genetic pattern estab- 
lished in a herd, all future matings 
represent an open gamble. With a 
number of daughters in a herd sired 
by the same bull, successful m: itings 
can be very helpful as a guide to 
follow in the mating of the remain- 
der of the related females. Matings 
that result in disappointments can be 
equally valuable by discouraging the 
repeating of such matings.

The Inseminator's Responsibility 


Dairving has always been a 365- 
day-a-year job, but has become even 
more so in recent years. Unfavorable 
economic conditions confronting the 
industry have forced management to 
reduce labor almost to the breaking 
point. There is certainly not enough 
time to enable the membership of an 
artificial breeding stud to familiar- 
ize themselves with the potential 
capabilities of all of the sires in serv- 
ice. This being so, they depend upon 
the inseminator. If the inseminator 
chooses he can elevate himself from 
the role of semen peddler to the high 
position of a valuable counselor to 
the membership that he serves. If he 
accepts this assignment he can con- 
tribute to progress. 

I am pleased at the increased num- 
ber of veterinarians who are _per- 
forming this service for their clien- 
tele. Their training and knowledge 
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of the reproductive tract qualifies 
them to be top technicians in the 
field of artificial insemination. More 
important, in performing this service, 
they acquire a more complete knowl- 
edge of the breeding health of the 
herds that they serve. The breeding 
health of a herd can influence the 
production level to almost the same 
extent as nutrition. In the past, we 
have called upon the veterinarian to 
treat the sick. In his new 
as veterinarian and inseminator he 
can perform a much more important 
He can aid keeping the 
healthy.
